Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
Official sources in Jerusalem ex- 
pressed concern yesterday at the 
reports of the $500 million arms 
deal between the U.S. and Saudi 
Arabla. The effect of the deal, if 
finalized, would be to further aug- 
ment Arab arsenals, they said. In 
the past, Saudi arms had found 
their way to Hgyptian stockpiles.

Entry into Skylab followed a suc- 
cessful Unk-up on Friday after a 
series of hair-raising problems in 
which the astronauts failed several 
times to dock their Apollo capsule 
with the battered space station after 
chasing it through space for several 
hours after being blasted off earlier 
In the day. 

Mission Commander Charley Con- 
rad Jr, Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin and 
Paul J. Weitz completed a final 
check of the space station for poison 
gas yesterday afternoon and reported 
it completely clear. after eating 
lunch, they were scheduled to go 
into the cabln with the umbrella 
shade they hoped to raise through 
an airlock to save the crippled 
Skylab from being damaged by the 
blistering heat of the sun. 

1 the umbrella works, cooling 
Skylab's living quarters, the astro- 
neuts will settle in for up to 28 
days of sclentific experimentation in 
orbit: But if it fails, they muat per- 
form a spacewalk today to spread a 
big awning and block off the solar 
beat. 

The big umbrella was designed to 
Teplace Skylab’s main heat shield 
and render the space station habit- 
able for the first time since it was 
Yaunched on May 14. 

The astronauts docked successfully 
with Skylab only after Weltz depres- 
surized the Apollo capsule and re-

paired a faulty locking latch. 

Barller, the astronauts failed in 
their attempt to boost the Skylab's 
lagging electrical power supply by 
opening up a jammed solar energy 
panel, Approaching darkness forced 
the crew to abandon efforts to re- 
store power, but as they prepared 
to Hnk up with Skylab another 
problem struck — they could not 
re-dock. Again and again they drove 
thelr command module into Skylab's 
docking mechanism, but the two 
spacecraft stubbornly refused to 
click together.

Eventually they donned spacesuits, 
removed a faulty part of the link-up 
apparatus on the Apollo, and tried 
again. This time it worked. 

Because of the possibility that the 
high heat in Skylab might generate 
toxic gases, the astronauts put on 
gas masks and carried hand-held 
“sniffer” canisters that change colour 
in presence of harmfu! gases when 
they entered the space station. They 
found the compartment free of gas 
but reported that the station "feels 
like 99 to 100 degrees in the desert.”

He will be aided by Jor- 
dan's former ambassador to Wash- 
ington, Zuhair el-Mufti, who was 
mamed as a Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, The two men take 
over Amman's foreign office from 
outgoing Foreign Minister Salah 
Abu Zaid who made few diplomatic 
initiatives. 

The move was believed to be 
aimed at stepping up Jordan’s Mid- 
dle Hast diplomatic activity, econo- 
mic development and relations with 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip.

TEL AVIV. Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir and Histadrut Secre- 
tary-General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon on 
Friday demonstrated Bg) the 
deepening ideological tween 
them on the nature of Israel's eco- 
nomy. 

They did so before 150 foreign 
and 200 local delegates to the inter- 
national conference on the role of 
cooperative and public economies in 
democratic societies at the Sheraton 
Hotel here. 

Mr. Sapir said the losses of Gov- 
ernment companies “are not neces- 
Sarily always proof of their lack of 

“ guecess. The criterion of success 
ought to be attainment of their 
aims in the most efficient and eco- 
nomic way. If this attitude was 
more widespread, there .would be 
‘tess room for criticism of Govern- 
ment companies.” He said 48 of 63 
Government companies ended 1971/2 
with a total pre-tax profit of 
IL278m., with only 15 companies 
ending the year with a total loss of 
1L18m. : 


Ig there was direct Government 
involvement in the economy, it was 
because of the need to improve the 
citizens’ welfare, the Finance Min- 
ister stressed. The basic problem of 
the public economy was finding the 
balance between the Independent 
economic network and the represen- 
tative political structure which own- 
ed it, he said. Israel does not have 
an ideology of nationalization of the 
means of production, said Mr. Sapir. 
After noting that the Government 
initiated projects because private 
enterprise was either unable or un- 
interested in them, Mr. Sapir said 
the Government should sell any com- 
Pany once the basic alm was achiev- 
ed. Government companies now em- 
ploy five per cent of the labour 
force and provide nine per cent of 
sales turnover in their branches of 
ithe economy. Mr. Sapir also noted 
-that. in the last. five years, the 
shares of 40 Government .companies: 
were sold at a nominal value of 
IL190m., and in tht ‘last fiscal year 
alone, shares of 15 companies were 
sold at value of TL80m.

— One of the reasons 
for the shortage of housing for 
young couples ja that nobody in the 
Government anticipated the sharp 
increase in the number of young 
people getting married, Housing 
Minister Ze'ev Sharef told the Beit 
Brenner Club here on Friday.
